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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant makes two arguments, one of which 
are unpersuasive. The first is that the 1 12 rejections are in error because the claims add definite limitations to the first and second 
wavelengths. The second is that the cited art does not teach all the features of the claimed invention. The first argument is persuasive, 
claim 14 is definite, and further limiting. The second argument is unpersuasive. Applicant argues that Namiki doesn't teach "only when 
required to restore deteriorated signal light" and that Zarris doesn't teach the placement of the spares. Zarris teaches redudancy, which 
cures the deficiency in Namiki. Namiki teaches that spares would have to be adjecent to the replacements (in terms of wavelength) which 
cures the deficiency in Zarris. Thus the combination teaches the claimed invention. 
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
